The Vindication of Mr. Mackenzie. 



We cannot but etpiess ^ui delight 
that Lord Dufferia's addreis lias so 
completely dispelled the dark'^olouds 

of suBpiciou which Mr. Mackenzie's 
oneoiies here, to servo their own sel- 
fish pui-poses, have been iudubtri- 
ously raising. The address has shown 
Mr. Mackenzie to be, what all who 
wore not ahsolutely blinded by party 
spleen believed him to bo — integrity 
personified. Tlie goblin (a compound 
of duplicity and chicane) conjured up 
to scare us out of our own propriety 
has been shown ,not to have had the 
taugibility of a spectre. The admis- 
sion of a few rays of truth has anni- 
hilated the villain of the piece— if it 
be proper to say that can bo annihilat- 
ed which never had an oxistenco tiavo 
in the distempered brains of the blind 
guides whom it would be a misuse of 
language to call politicians. Never 
before was a band of malign ers so 
signally and ignominiously routed. 
The address is their death-knell. The 
effect of its puUioatiou was sudden 
and complete — comparable only with 
the destruction of the noxious exhala-' 
tions of a cedspool by, as the doctors 
say, the. exhibition of a few ounces of 
oarboUo acid. Every charge against 
Mr. Mackenzie has been completely 
disprovedV I'be defence is perfect, 
though indirect, for Lord Dafiferlu 
says: 

"I am not hero to defend Mr. Mackon- 
zio, his policy, hia proceediugB, liia ut- 
terances. I hopo this will be clearly nn- 
derntood. In anylhiug I have hitherto 
said I have done nothing of the sort: nor 
do 1 intead to do so. I bav^qnerely Btat 
ed to jou certain matters of fact with 
which I thought it well that you should 
bo acquaintcul, bticausa they have been 
misapprehended. Aud whot I now tell 
you aro also matters of fact within my 
co;{Dizuuce — aud which do not relate tu 
Mr. Mackenzie as the head of a political 
party — and I tell them to you, not onl}' 
for your own interests, but in the intorobt 
of public morality and Eagliah honor " 

,He then relates the circumstances 
preceding and following the defeat 
of the Boilway Bill by the Senate, and 
says: — 

"I tell you in the most emphatic torms 
and pledge my word of honor on the point 
that Mr. Mackenzia is not guilty of any 
■uch base and deceitful conduct" (as was 
charged against him by bis detractorH' 
here) adding, "Hod X thought him guilty 
of it either he would have ceased to bo 
Prime Minister or I should have loft tli 
country." 

What a striking contrast this boars 
to a statement we heard, but did no 
believe, Lord Dufl'erin made to the first 
deputation; namely, that bad he known 
Mr. Maukeuzio could have acted with 
such duplicity he would never have 
accepted the honor of being Governor 
Q enera\ of the Dominion I To what 
depths of infamy dishonest politicians 
can descend. And what about the 
surveys? Instead of the engineers 
beingf instructed to search for diffioul 
ties .the chief is furnished with "carte 
blanche;" instead of dilitariness in 
prosecuting them all the men that can 
be profitably employed have been and 
are employed. What will Mr, Mac- 
kenzie's feeble-minded friends who 
think he has been retuifsou this point 
say now ? And wliat wi'l ihe knowing ones 
among us who can smell a traitor hall- 
way across a continent say to . this elo- 
quent vindication of Canada's Premier 
by Canada's Govflrnor ?

Samson, who perished amid the 
ruins •which crushed out the lives of 
hia persecutors, ia tho first aolf-mur- 
derer of Holy Writ. Saul fell upon 
hia sword in his last and lost battle, 
and. the, horrid details of Bazfs' suicide 
lives with every reader of the Scrip- 
tu.ies. Among the Greeks suicide was 
common, though 'usually resorted to 
for worthier purposoa than lead to it 
to-day. Lycurgus, tho fraincr of tbo 
famous Spartan lawa.iu order to secure 
their observance, made his people pro- 
misQ to keep them inviolate "till his 
return," and then withdrew to Delphi, 
whoro after a conHultation with tho 
oracle he starved himself todeath,thus 
enforcing the perpetual observance of 
the national promise. 

Suicide was so common in ancient 
Rome as to be called "Tho Roman 
Death." Pliny aud Cicero wore advo- 
Gates of self-murder. Brutus, after 
tho battle of Philippi, called on his 
favorite slave to kill him,an4 the faith- 
ful servitor, to avoid the actj slew him- 
self, leaving his master to plungo his 
own sword into his vitals, CusBius 
was bohondedat his own dcsiro by liis 
special freedmau, and Lucitii, whoso 
poetry lives to day, opened his veins 
iu his anna and bled to death. 

I3uL by far the most famous suicides 
of ancient times whore those of An- 
tony aud Cleopatra. After his fatal 
conflicts with (Jivsar, tlio unfortunate 
lover of the Egyptian Q iieou called on 
his attendant, Eros, to dispatch him. 
The loving slave refused, aud at last, 
unable to withstand tho entreaties of 
his master, stabbed himself. The 
despairing Roniau, thus left lo him- 
self, seized tho blade, still reeking 
with bis servant's life, and plunged it 
in his own bowels. He was found in 
this condition by Diomedes, the chief 
eunuch of tho Queen, and conveyed to 
her presence, where he died with hia 

bosom and his ebbing life defiling her 
purple robe. 'A few days later, and 
when her application to Ctcsar had 
proved unavailing, Cleopatra sat down 
to what was to bo the last of her many 
royal feasts. The table was still aglow 
with the, risgol banquet, when tho 
Queen lay stiff and dead, with the 
fatal serpent still coiled upon her cold 
breast. A lit coiiipauion-pictiiro to 
this royal "felo do se," is that of 
Sardanapalus, roasting amid his im- 
perial jewels and among hia concu- 
bines on a funeral pire of saudahvood 
and precious gums. 

In spite of the prevalence of suicides 
among tho ancients, the laws against 
them were stringent, aud the practice 
of self-destruction was considered a 
heinous crime. 

It has been reserved for tho more 
modern times, however, to ailbrd the 
historian of self-murder real subject 
for his pen, aud tho number on tho 
list of suioiilos has been steadily on tho 
increase since the beginning of the 
Christian era. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the pro- 
portion uf mal'3 to fe'oale suicitles has 
been, and is, about three to one, and 
that whilo among tho females married 
women and widows seek tho last re 
sort more frecpiently lhau single ones, 
tho score of uuuiarriod male suicitles 
predominates. Drowning is tlio me- 
thod most resorted to in modern limes. 
Firearms are next iu favor, and poison 
falls last. The latter two are the 
tnost common among women. But, 
moat singular of all, is the fact that 
by accurately coucipiled statistics, more 
cases of felo do so occur in the mouth 
of April than any other season. 

But, beside the vulgar means, there 
is no lack of recorded original me- 
thods of taking one's life. Pietro 
Poratti, tho Neapolitan author, who 
throw himself in, imitation of tho Sicil- 
ian poet into the crater of Vesuvius, and 
tho Austrian Captain, who fastened liim- 
self to a signal rocket, ott'er, perhaps, the 
most inventive specimens of deadly no- 
velty; but what cm one say of Pierre 
Dunmartiu, who threw himself aniung the 
boars iu the bear pit of tho Jardiu des 
Plantcs, or of the (h'oi nwieh pension(>r, 
Potor Di^oms, who, boi'aus'- his grog Imd 
been stopped for some trillfng nnsdi'mi im- 
or, sharpened his apectacie leg^ to a point 
and btabbed himself with them. 

A woman in the f-erTii'o of the late 
liord Stanley broke a hole in the ico of 
tho fish pond of hor master s garden and 
thrust her head into the water, ao that 
when found, stone dead, her body was 
quite dry; and a woman, whose husband 
was an apothooary, a})plied more than a 
Ijundred leaches to hor person to drain 
hor blood. 

John Powers, un employoo at tho Trede- 
gar Iron Works, in l{i(diniond, heforo tho 
war, aprang into the funiaeo he was ae- 
cuBtoined to feed, and a week later aii- 
othor man in the aame works threw him- 
self, faca down, iuto a ehnnnel of molten 
iron in which a gun was being run. 

A free negro, emjdoyedat Little Eivor, 
N. 0., in a turpeidin j still, voluntarily 
boiled himself down in tho kettle, and it 
is^'but a abort time since that the papers 
w^re full of accounts of a man who had 
built a goillotine and decapitated him- 
self. 

Deliberate intention is also vorv frn- 
qiinntly oxiiressed. ('reecli, the translator 
of Lucrelixis, wrote on tho margin of tho 
nianoBoript, ''JEt^member. 'I'o hang my- 
self afteVn^f tranfilfttion is finished," and 
did 80, 

Jeremiah dark, organist of St. Paul's, 
London , went out to kill himself, and 

paused to consider wlu'tbcr ho should 
bring that end about by haiif;iiig or 
drowning. Tossing a i)enny to decide, it 
foil upon its odge in tbo clay, wheroupoii 
ho returned tu London and sjhot himai-df, 
Among tho more horrible curiosities of 
the subjaotia thd case of a Frenohman 
who killed himBolf, and ordered his fat 
to bo made into a candle for hia mistress 
lo read by. "1 have ao long bnrnoil for 
her," Uo ttaid, "that I would like her now 
to Boa that the flames were real."

The following lotted- appears in tlio 
London "Standard": — 

To THE EdITOH of the STANDARD ; 

About three years ago, in company 
with a friend, I traversed tho whole 
route of tho proposed Canadian Paciflo 
railway, and as we are probably the 
only l^nglishmeij(,'f.)^d "htofi gone-'over 
tho ground since- 'tho adventurous 
journey of Lord Milton and Dr. 
Cheadlo fourteen or fifteen years ago 
my unbiassed impressions may bo of 
use Oit the . present moment. Of the 
expense and" engineering difficulties 
of making d railway I can give no 
useful opiuiou, but of its possibility 
aud extreme desirability there can bo 
no doubt both from an imperial and 
colonial point of view. Our American 
possessions are by no means so 
homogeneous as is generally supposed. 
Tho wide range of country is divided 
two barren mountainous districts in 
three portions, the eastern, or Canada 
proper; tho central or prairie district 
e.Ktonding from the Red Settlement to 
the foot of the Rocky Mountains; and 
westorii, or British Columbia, extend- 
ing from the mountains to tho Pacific 
coast. At j)reseut these three portions 
of tho Dominion aio as comjiletely 
isolated from eac'i other as if tho AtlaO' 
tic ocean rolled beween them,and the 
outlet and means of iuter-coraiininiea- 
tion is on the south through tho United 
Slates. These geographical obstacles 
to union have very important political 
influencon on tlm Kottlemont, and 
sympathies of the diil'erent portions of 
tho country. .Every one who has 
travelled iu Eastern Canada must be 
striicdc with the remarkable English 
character and tone of tho people, and 
feel surprised that tho Canadians have 
been so little influenced by tbepeculi- 
liaritioH of their Yankee neighbors. In the 
Red River settlements on the contrary, 
the manner aud customs is thnrnnah- 
ij iimurican ^xankee), and this is due 
to the fact that the country is being 
settled chiefly by emigrants from the 
States, or by foreigners, aud not by 
Canadians or English. The same is 
true of British Columbia, where the 
society is Californiau in character, and 
in consequences of its isolation from 
all the rest of tho world Victoria is a 
more suburb of San Francisco. Small 
and of little' commercial importauco, 
but containing the great portion of 
the population of the colony, it has all 
the ambition and recklessness of tho 
Californiau capital, and indeed of all 
towne, which have their origin in gold 
mining. It is depoiuleut ou the States 
for its corn and cattle, for without a 
railway it cannot obtain tho produce 
of its own colony so easily or cheaply 
and wo have the strange anomaly of 
ono portion of tho colony Belling food 
to the States aud of the other buying 
it back again. Central Canada is still 
so sparsely settled that its future 
character and destiny — whether 
British or Americ|i^ — rests with the 
Imperial and Dominion Governments. 
If railway coinmunicationis established 
with Eastern Canada it will probably 
remain British, but otherwise it must 
neccHsarily gravitate to the States. 
Witii British Columbia the position 
ia more urgent, and if the present 
Jilliculty is loft entirely in tho bands 
of tho Dominion (iovoriiment, who 
have little Kym[iathy with their wostorn 
countrymen, and appeiir to bo treating 
thorn very cavalierly, wo must not be 
surprised if their loyalty to the Empire 
receives a shock from which they may 
never recover.
